Press coverage of this conference included repre- 
sentatives from the Hackensack Record, Hackensack,- N. J-.; the 
Trenton Times, Trenton, U. ; the Burlington County (N.J. ), 
Times; 'the Associated Press Wire Service; Station KYW 
Philadelphia (radio and TV station); and the Philadelphia 
Daily News. Tfter press conference was concerned with 
irregularities at the Fort Dix, N. J.: ; . stockade and in this 
connection information was disclosed at this conference 
that the Trenton times had carried a series of articles 
concerning this matter on January 14 and 30 , 19.60, and 
February 5, 1969. Likewise the Burlington County Times 
had carried a front page story concerning this situation 
on eJannary 24, 1969. The latt.er story was written by 
JUDimAWALKER who was also in attendance at the press 
conference of February 6, 1969. 




AMERICAN CIVIL LIBERTIES UNION PRESS CONFERENCE, 
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JUDITH WALKER'S article carried the .names of 
fourteen prisoners at the Fort Dix stockade with details 
of some of the charges made by these prisoners. 

On February 4,. 1969 9 Congressman WILLIAM C AH ILL 
of New Jersey reportedly issued a pi?ess release summarizing 
allegations which had been made concerning the Fort Dix 
stockade along- with answers which the military had submitted 
concerning these allegations. At this time CAHILL was- reported 
to have said he would ask for a Congressional investigation 
concerning the Fort Dix stockade. 

The ACLU of New Jersey planned to represent information 
to 'Congressman CAHILL. 

It was announced that letters had been smuggled or 
passed out of the stockade at Fort Dix describing various 
irregularities. Some of the letters may also have been 
mailed out. The original letters appeared to be in the 
possession of the people conducting the news conference, 
but they were not given to the press for review. The names 
of the persons writing the letters would not be revealed 
until assurances were made that they would not be subject 
-to reprisal. 

Complaints were made that mail from the stockade 
was tampered with and "shortr-stopped . 11 There were approxi- 
mately 21 specific complaints received and one of the letters 
was read. These complaints generally involved persons 
described by the ACLU as "political prisoners < " 

Many of the allegations originated with prisoners 
in Cell Block #60 and mostly related to deliberate indignities, 
but some involved physical punishment such, as beatings and 
being forced to take showers and th&n standing out in the cold. 

Another allegation was that although prisoners filled 
out form. DA-510 requesting interviews with the Inspector 
General 3 these forms evidently were "short-stopped' 1 because 
he visited the camp each week and these, prisoners never were 
permitted to see him. 

The ACLU was especially interested in following 
the case of Specialist 5th Class DONALD WILLIAMS' who was' 
being court-martialed on February 6, 1969, for being AWOL 
and a returnee from Sweden. 
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WILLIAMS had written to Congressman CAHILL 
alleging that he had been brutally beaten. ACLU was following 
his case in order to determine whether WILLIAMS received 
greater punishment because of his complaint than was given 
to ether-prisoners involved in comparable situations. 

ACLU proposes to pursue" the Fort Dix stockade 
situation with- Congressman- CAHILL and another unknown 
New Jersey Congressman to insure that a Congressional 
investigation results from the allegations concerning 
Fort Dix. 

On February 6, 1969, PH T-2 , a person in 
attendance at this press conference, furnished the 
following: 

On February 6, 1969, a press conference was con- 
ducted at ACLU headquarters, 260- South 15th Street, Phila- 
delphia, Pa., from approximately 2:30 to 3:45 p.m. The 
conference was conducted fcy STEPHEN M. NAGLER , Executive 
Director of the ACLU in New Jersey and by EMERSON DARNELL, 
Vice-President of the ACLU in New Jersey. The conference 
got underway with- the background for the conference given 
as a letter directed to U . S. Congressman from New Jersey, 
WILLIAM T. CAHILL, dated January 22, 1969., A copy of this 
letter is attached. This letter set forth eight charges 
from a prisoner at the stockade alleging physical abuse and 
related charges. Congressman CAHILL allegedly has obtained 
answers from the Army concerning the charges and has made 
them public . 

NAGLER related that Major General COLLINS, 
apparently the commanding officer at Fort Dix, by letter 
dated January 315, 1969 , advised Congressman CAHILL that a 
guard did shove a prisoner, however, that this guard was 
relieved from duty and the stockade and disciplinary action 
taken against him. Major General COLLINS was also to have 
said that such treatment of prisoners generally does not 
occur at the stockade. 

NAGLER claimed that there were too many other cases 
of this nature, for them to be isolated incidents. "'He said 
that he had a total of seven letters plus five other com- 
munications , including telephone conversations and individual 
contacts, referring to poor treatment at Fort Dix stockade. 
These communications refer to 21 soldiers, each of whom had 
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been the subject of some kind of treatment which- is felt to 
be totally unjustifiable. NAGLER related that the com- 
munications refer 'to a large body of men who have been .subj ect 
to demeaning cruel , humiliating, and threatening actions. 

NAGLER also said that complaints had been received 
about mail leaving the stockade and tha-t three to four of the 
persons communicating with them indicate "unfavorable mail 
is not allowed to leave the compound." NAGLER said that 
certain types of mail is privileged such as to lawyers, 
congressmen, .etc., and that in some cases mail has been 
opened and read by those at the stockade. 

NAGLER also commented that two soldiers were 
brought up before an officer at Fort Dix and berated for 
complaining to people on the outside for what they alleged 
was bad treatment. Seventeen complaints had been received 
speaking of generally demeaning, cruel, humiliating, and 
threatening action by the guards. 

He said some of the allegations included, items 
such as: "Men have been put outside in the cold after taking 
showers for apparently ridiculous reasons" ; another group .was 
told to shuffle around the stockade and not lift" their feet. 
NAGLER related that some of the prisoners in the stockade who 
had been AWOL", deserters, and others involved with Vietnam 
protest activities were subjected to particularly stupid 
comments by the guards. 

He said that "people are stripped naked and t the 
Sergeant starts measuring sex organs. " u He said this 
incident was reported in several letters and supposedly took 
place on several occasions 

Cell Block #60, supposedly condemned in 1967, 
appeared to be the building where they place "freaks," 
political prisoners ? " returnees from- Sweden, persons 
applying for conscientious objectors status., and homosexuals- 

NAGLER related that conditions are filthy /in the 
stockade according to the letters received. 
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A letter which had been written and a portion of it 
read, signed by fourteen prisoners, in Cell Block #60,. related 
that they were fasting becanse of direct repercussions 
of the newspaper stories which had been published last week 
about Fort Dix stockade. (The Burlington County Times pub- 
lished information about Miis subject.) 

Five allegations of physical abuse had been received 
concerning "beatings and pushings" . One situation described 
a soldier who had his glasses knocked off and he was knocked 
to the ground. These incidents concerning abuse occurred in 
December 196 8 and January 1969. \ 

DARNELL- related "the universal complaint is the 
inability to speak to anyone. in authority about a grievance". 
He said that the Army has a form which is to be submitted 
if there are any grievances but ^ilingasucbj acform is hopeless. 

NAGLER related that they will continue to push for 
a full-scale congressional investigation and will make this 
information available to Congressman CAHILL.. He also said 
the letters will be made available if assurance is given that 
no action will be taken against the prisoners involved. 

Excerpts from some of the letters follow: 

"slapped around and treated as children". 

"standing out in the cold two and three hours 
because someone talked in formation". 

Some people were made to sweep water from the 
ground while it was still raining and one such person got 
pneumonia from it. 

"I would rather denounce my citizenship than to 
stomach this treatment".

AMERICAN CIVIL LIBERTIES UNION POSITION 
ON ROTC AND EDUCATIONAL INSTITUTIONS 



major controversy on many campuses today Involves the question of 
whether jthe Reserve Officers. Training Corps program in Its present form is 
'compatible with the basic educational purposes and values of institutions of 
higher learning. Action has already been initiated at several leading colleges 
and universities to disassociate the military training program from the academic 
process ; by abolishing its academic standing and by relegating all or most of 
it tothejstatus of extra-curricular activity. Similar action, is being considered 
at other host institutions . 

The American Civil Liberties Union has a long-standing concern- for the 
protection of academic freedom because that freedom is central to basic 
principles of civil liberties and is of inestimable value to our society. Funda- 
mental to our'concept of academic freedom is the maintenance of the Intel lectuaJ 
autonomy of.our academic institutions . Unlesssuch autonomy is -preserved, 
the cardinal -principles of free research and inquiry may be vitiated. 

In light of this concern, the Academic Freedom Committee of the ACLU 
recently undertook an intensive study of the' implications for academic freedom 
inherent in the presence of ROTC to educational institutions. Committee 
findings and recommendations as adopted by the ACLU Board of Directors are 
, stated below." 

In the considered judgment* of th6 American Civil Liberties Union, ROTC 
programs, as generally implemented today, threaten the values of free Inquiry 
and academic autonomy which are at the heart of academic freedom. "We, 
therefore, recommend that the ROTC program be separated to the maximum 
feasible extent from academic institutions and offer the following suggestions 
for effecting this separation. 

1, Where ROTC programs exist , they should be completely voluntary . 

Compulsory participation in an ROTC program as a condition of 
enrollment at an educational institution challenges the concept 
of an open university. Academic freedom cannot flourish where 
an element of coercion is present. Where ROTC is now compui- • 
sory by university regulation, v/e urge Boards of Trustees to revoke 
this regulation; where ROTC is imposed by state law, we'urge the 
institutions to use t-heir gccd- offices to press for repeal.

The purpose of the American Civil Liberties 
Union — and its only purpose — is the preserva- 
tion and strengthening of the freedoms guaran- 
teed to us under the Bill of Rights. 

There are many government officials, special 
interest groups, and private citizens who think 
our constitutional guarantees of freedom of in- 
quiry and expression, due process of law, and 
equality before the law should be denied to cer- 
tain citizens whom they consider undeserving.

THE COURTS The everyday business of 
ACLU is helping people whose civil liberties have 
been violated. 

Much of this work is in the courts. Each year, 
the ACLU enters into hundreds of court cases. 
We may supply counsel for the person whose 
civil liberties have been denied, or we may sub- 
mit a "friend of the court" brief which argues 
the constitutional question at stake. 

Many of the cases fought by the ACLU are of 
historic significance— such as the famed Scopes 
v. State of Tennessee "monkey trial." In recent 
years, ACLU and its affiliates have won many 
notable victories before the U.S. Supreme Court 
protecting rights of free speech, the right of 
peaceful protest, the right to counsel, freedom 
of the press and decisions banning' religion in 
the public schools and the widespread evil of 
introducing illegally seized evidence in state 
courts. 



Constant watchdog activities by ACLU affili- 
ates across the nation are necessary to prevent 
unfair court procedures. 

THE COMMUNITY Through contacts with 
public officials, ACLU is frequently able to se- 
cure the adoption of enlightened policies de- 
signed to protect and extend constitutional 
rights. For example, the ACLU of Greater Phila- 
delphia some years ago secured the creation of 
the nation's first Police Review Board, an official 
agency to obtain redress for citizens aggrieved 
by unlawful police action. 

When officials fail to take corrective action, 
ACLU can often be effectivo by arousing public 
interest. A noteworthy example is the report is- 
sued by the Illinois Division on "Secret Detention 
by the Chicago Police." 

THE LEGISLATURE Many issues affecting 
civil liberties arise before the U.S. Congress 
and the various state legislatures. 

ACLU has effectively supported anti-discrim- 
ination laws, legal assistance for tho poor, the 
rights of Indian tribes and legislation to provide 
improved court procedures and reapportionment 
of state legislatures. 

We have opposed loyalty oaths, magazine and 
film censorship, constitutional amendments de- ' 

signed to cripple the U.S. Supreme Court, the 

use of public funds for sectarian schools and 
curbs on academic freedom. 

THE PUBLIC FORUM Educational efforts 
on behalf of the Bill of Rights are carried out 
through newspaper publicity, radio and TV ap- 
pearances, pamphlets, and the regular bulletins 
of the ACLU. Many affiliates maintain active 
Speakers* Bureaus scheduling frequent appear- 
ances before church, civic, service and educa- 
tional groups.

We are dismayed by your disregard for facts 
and for the Bill of Rights in your remarks on 



tactics of the McCarthy era are reprehensible in 
the high ranks of our city government. 



The ACLU of Maryland has made no policy state- 
ment with regard to alleged harrassment of the 
Black Panthers. On December 16, our Executive 
Committee undertook the study of police -Panther 
relations to determine whether or not\ there have 
been violations of freedom of < expression and due 
process of law. Upon conclusion of that study we 
wili determine what action, if any, should be 
taken by the ACLU. We assume that you\ would pre- 
fer to avoid the violent confrontations between 
police and Panthers which have occured \in other 
cities, and. your wild charges , against the ACLU 
do not serve that end. 

Contrary to your statements, we have sought 
and will continue to seek dialogue with the 
police. The Baltimore City Police Department was 
invited to send' a spokesman to the aforementioned 
~AGLU— mee^i-ng^b.u^^^ 



Your view that we are^for "anarchy" or "over-' 
throw of the government" is ludicrous in the ex- 
treme; the ACLU is- dedicated to the system of or- 
dered liberty and rule of law upon which this 
country was founded. The city police and schools 
have joined with us in distributing 30,000 copies 
of our pamphlet, Know Your > Rights to the citizens 
of Baltimore,, and they would hardly endorse the 
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literature of anarchist revolutionaries. 

The ACLU is politically non-partisan; it 
welcomes members from all parts of the political 
spectrum who support the Bill of Rights, and our 
aims should be cherished by American conservatives 
who presumably hold rule of law and human freedom 
as the highest values.

If you arc stopped by the policoi 

1. You may remain silent; you do not 
have to answer any questions other than 
your name and address. 

2. The police may search you for 
weapons by patting the outside of your 
clothing. 

3. Whatever happens, you must not- 
resist arrest even if you are innocent. 

If you are arrested:, 

1. As soon as you have been booked, 
you have the right to complete at toast 
two phone calls— one to a relative, friend 
or attorney, the otherto a bail bondsman. 

2. The police muot give you a receipt" 
for everything taken from you, including 



your wallet, clothing, and .packages, you 
•were carrying when arrested. 

3. You- must be allowed to hire aftd 
see an attorney immediately. 

4. You do not have to give any state- 
ment to the police, nor do you have to 
sign any statement you might give them. 

5. You must be allowed to post bail in 
most cases, but you must be able to pay 
the bail bondsman's fee. If you cannot 
pay the fee, you may ask the judge to 
release you from custody without bail, 
but he does .not have to do so. 

6. The police must bring you into 
court or release you within 48 hour's after 
your arrest (unless the time ends on a 
weekend or holiday, and then they must 

bring you before a judge the first day 
court is in session). 

7. If you do not have money to. hire an 
attorney, immodiatoly ask the police to 
get you an attorney without charge.

The police car screeches to a 
stop beside you t and suddenly you 
are confronted with "the law" in 
all its uniformed majesty. What 
do you do? 

What are your rights? What are 
your responsibilities? Should you 
answer questions, submit to a 
search? Or should you remain 
silent and demand a lawyer? 

These questions are becoming 
more and more pertinent in these 
turbulent years as the growing 
youthful population finds itself . 
increasingly in confrontation with 
a seemingly non-understanding 
establishment police force. 

To help answer them, an infor- 
mative one-page circular entitled 
"Kids, Cops and Curbstone Jus- 
tice" has been issued as a joint 
endeavor by the Institute of 
Modern Legal Thought, Inc., and 
the Kalos Kagathos Foundation. 

At the outset, it is made clear 
that it is not a pocket guide on 
how to outwit the police, nor a- 
textbook for beginning law stu- 
dents. 

' It is designed to help young 
people comply with the law and 
suggest ways to "cool it" with the 
police. 

First, if you are stopped in your 
car or while walking, not only 
what you are doing but what you 
appear to be doing may give the 
police reason to conduct what 
they call a field investigation. 

Even though you are innocent 
of any crime, they may demand to 
know your name and why you are 
on tho streets. 

Under some circumstances the 
law requires you to' identify 
yourself, submit to a "frisk" if the . 
officer wants to "pat you down," 
and explain your presence. Fail- 
ure to do so is a misdemeanor. 

But — and this is important — if 
you are guilty of a crime, it is far 
wi§@i ; & remain silent than to try 



to talk your way out. The more 
you talk the more likely you are 
to convince police you are guilty 
and furnish enough evidence to 
convict you. 

You may legally refuse permis- 
sion to search your car, but if you ' 
refuse it should be done quietly 
and calmly. 

If a search is made without your ' 
consent even though there are no 
legal grounds, don't try to stop it. 
Anything found in an illegal 
search cannot be used in court 
against you, but even the slightest 
interference is a crime. 

Once the police decide to arrest 
you, they must inform you of the 
charge, your right to remain 
silent, to see « an attorney and to 
have one furnished if you cannot 
afford one." 

You probably will be hand- 
cuffed, but don't try to resist even 
slightly because merely jerking 
your hands away has been inter- . 
preted as "resisting.arrest." ■ 



You will be taken to a police , 
station and booked, a process that \ 
may take as long as three or four , 
hours.' You will then be permitted 
two phone calls, one to a relative 
or friend and the other to a bail 
bondsman. 

But juveniles are not permitted, 
to make bail. If you are under 18, - 
police will call your parents.. . 
Except for the most serious- . 
crimes, those under 18 will' be ; < 
' released to their parents. 

From the moment you. are 
under arrest you may refuse to * 
answer any questions other than 
those required for the booking 
sheet. Lawyers generally advise- 
that the case not be discussed 
until an attorney is consulted. 

It is. also a good idea to try to get ' 
the name and badge number of - 
the arresting officer. . ' ' ; ; ' 

If police overstep their authori- * 
ty or use excessive force, the* * 
arrest itself may- be illegal. You.

If you drop a penny into the 
vending machine at 6th and Main 
Sts. you get four salted peanuts. 

If you drop a penny into a scale- 
you get your weight and fortune 

* (Question: "Should I take the 
advice?" Answer: "It merits your 
consideration.") 

If you drop a penny into -a 
parking meter you get six mi- 
nutes of street parking. 

But when you happen to have a 
penny that's burning a hole in. 
your pocket, the awful truth these 
days is that there isn't a lot more 
you can do with it. " 

There are, according to the U.S. 
Mint in Denver, more pennies 
than ever in circulation. Last year 
alone the nation's mints produced 
5 billion of them, compared with' 
Wz billion in 1965. 

It would appear, though, that 
the major use of the penny is as 

• change, mainly resulting from the. 
various sales taxes imposed by 45 
of the 50 states. 

Aside from its value as an 
emergency screwdriver, or in a 
pair of loafers, or in a fusebox, the 
penny per se is not" good for much 
else,- certainly not in a monetary 
sense. 

Bill Bernard, associate manager 
of the Woolworth store at 719 S. 
Broadway, said the only items 
available for one cent in his store 
are certain varieties of candy and 
gum. "We used to have shoelaces 
for a penny apiece, but now they 
are three pair for a quarter," 
■reflected Bernard. 

It's much the same story at 
Lucky Stores, a discount super- 
market chain. "The only thing I 
know of for a penny is candy or 
. gum from the machines," said Jim 
Barnett, advertising manager for 
the southern region. 

Ray Elldns, manager- of Coo- 
per's Lumber & Hardware at 4650 
, W. Pico Blvd., pointed out that 
many items which once sold 
individually for a cent— such as 
nails— now are marketed in pack- 
ages. 

The Post Office still sells stamps 
for a penny, but you need six of 
them to mail a first-class letter. 

The wishing well on the mall at 
Chinatown still accepts all coins, 
including pennies, although' ru- 
mor has it that not many penny ' 
wishes are being, .'granted ' any- 
more.. - 



A tour of the penny arcades at * 
the Nu-Pike Amusement Park in 
Long Beach revealed that a penny 
won't provide very much amuse- 
ment. Most of the machines cost a 
nickel, dime or even a quarter. 

The penny attractions include a 
"foot ease" machine which vi- 
brates as you stand on it, a grip 
' test which measures your ■ 
strength, and a machine- which • 
' proclaims: "See Yourself as Oth- 

• ers See You." This lights up, . 
showing a stable scene containing 
a donkey. • 

There is one arcade at Nu-Pike, 

• however, which deals in pennies 
— and the owner would appear to • 
have a* good thing going. 

A place called the Sports Center . 

• features • 23 "Automatic Penny - - 
t " Pitch" machines. The customer is 

required to flick a penny from a 

- shelf and into a well containing 

• bull's-eye's, each of which has a - 
button in the center.
